T his being done, the lie King went to 
Aontervitl, and from thence to Calzs, where 
the Mareichal de BouHewr 5 met and acquain- 
ted him, the Forces were ready, conliſting 
of Twenty four Battalions of Foot, Seven 
Squadrons of Horle, and Five of Dragoons, 
and tiat all things elſe werein a forwardnets, 


as Morcars, Fieid-pieces, and heavy Cannon 


for Land-Service, Ammunition and Proviſt 
ons; bur the Drageors, for the {pecdicr pal- 
lage, had Orders to leave their Horſes, and 
gry taxe their Furniture, as being promiſed 
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-5 be remounted in England by tne Duke of 
Berwick, who was (o confident oi the Succels 
of this Butineſs, that he told the French 
King, he fcrupled not but within threc 
months he ſhould be ſent over by his Fa- 
ther, to give him Thanks in way of Embaſly, 
for all his Kindneſs to him lince he lett tis 
Kingdoms. Nor now did the French Court 
|ih6ur to keep the intended Invaſion lon- 
yer a Secret, for that King not doubting, 
becaute the Wind had been tair, but that his 
Fleet was put to Sea, fignihed his Delign 
to all the Foreign Minijters, who relided 
there, his Intent to form a Deſcent both on 
E-and and Sceitland, to reſtore the {ate 
king, or make thoſe Kingdoms the Seat of 
War, to Givert the Arms of the Alhes in 
v.ars, &c, telling them moreover, That
